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Commissioners’ Report 


Exeter, New Hampshire, December 31, 1944 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
the County Home and Mitchell Memorial Hospital, 
Clerk of the Superior Court, County Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician, and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1944. 

Once again the Commissioners are pleased to report 
a surplus of $61,654.42 with only a few outstanding 
bills. We have reduced our bonded indebtedness 
$7,000.00 leaving a balance of $21,000. Our County 
Farm has produced good average crops with the ex- 
ception of potatoes. The heavy winds of last winter 
razed our water tank, which was a big loss, but the 
Special Appropriation of $25,000.00 given us by ‘the 
County Delegation enabled us to purchase a used steel 
tank and re-construct the same with a higher elevation 
on the same location and also to purchase new water 
mains to connect the various farm buildings. The 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital has done good work the 
past year although the shortage of nurses still con- 
tinues. Our Matron, Miss Shattuck, and Dr. Decatur 
have given excellent co-operation at all times which we 
greatly appreciate. The new X-Ray Machine is now 
completed and doing fine work. The jail has had new 
plumbing installed which was very much needed. 

In the interests of economy and after careful inves- 
tigation we closed the Portsmouth Jail and transferred 
the five prisoners to our House of Correction at Brent- 
wood. We are printing in our County Report the 
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result of the federal government’s investigation which 
upholds the action of the Commissioners in closing the 
Portsmouth jail. 

New fire escapes have been added to the Infirmary 
which is a greater safety in an emergency. Each year 
brings its added needs to enable us to keep our institu- 
tion in good working condition. The beginning of 
another year finds us very much in need of a new 
boiler house and laundry, also the inspector informs us 
that we need two new boilers as the life of ours is 
about over. A survey is now being made for post war 
needs at our County Farm and will be presented to our 
County Delegation in the near future. 

To all employees of the county, officials of the towns 
and city of Portsmouth, to all the physicians and 
surgeons at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital and In- 
firmary who have aided us in the administration of 
county affairs, and to all clubs and organizations who 
have kindly contributed to the welfare and happiness 
of the inmates of our institution, we are very grateful.

ADMINISTRATION AND DISCIPLINE: 

This jail which was inspected on August 24, 1944, 
was closed September 1, 1944, by order of the County 
Commissioners. A Frederick P. Richards, turnkey and 
cook who was in the jail office when we arrived, called 
the jailer, Mr. Percy B. Larrabee. A solid steel door 
separates the office from the jail quarters. Three 
prisoners under sentence and three awaiting trial, one 
of whom was a boy of nineteen, were confined in the 
jail. Four were playing cards in the center corridor 
of the cellblock, and one was in a cell. It was obvious 
that no regular supervision was maintained over these 
prisoners. Although I was told by the jailer that there 
was no one upstairs I learned after going up there 
that there was a trusty prisoner alone in a locked room. 
When the door was opened by the turnkey without any 
indication that I was there the prisoner who was lying 
on the bed, got up. The attitude of the jailer toward 
the prisoners seemed to be “lock them up and leave 
them.” 

I was given to understand that neither the jailer nor 
the turnkey went into the inmates’ quarters to see 
what was going on at any time except meal time, un- 
less there was some noise that attracted their atten- 
tion. No one is on duty at night. The turnkey uses 
a cell and the outside corridor on the second floor as 
his living quarters. He claims if there were any noise 
in the cellblock at night that he would hear it. The 
prisoners are supposed to be locked in their cells at 
night. It was obvious that if the inmates were ill 
during the night or if any difficulty arose among them 
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that no one would know about it unless an unusual 
noise was made by some inmate for the purpose of 
attracting attention. 

The jailer’s quarters are at the right of the office 
which separates the jail from his living quarters. The 
jailer stated that there was only one gun belonging 
to the county which he kept in his home. He had 
other firearms which were his personal property. 
Later I asked him whether inmates work in his home 
and he said they did. Apparently they could have 
access to whatever equipment he has there. In dis- 
cussing the need for supervision of the prisoners with 
the jailer I mentioned that a prisoner might commit 
suicide or that prisoners might get into a serious fight 
when there was no supervision of them. His reply 
with regard to the suicide was: ‘‘Then there would be 
one less to feed.” Richards, the turnkey and chef, 
didn’t look very bright. I got the impression that he 
may have served a term in the jail or may have been 
in a mental hospital. Prisoners who are known to the 
turnkey or jailer are selected as trusties. The turnkey 
stated that he did most of the cleaning; he was very 
proud of his kitchen, which was very clean. He dis- 
played a drawer full of sheets, that were neatly folded, 
which he had laundered. Unless a prisoner is made 
a trustie he is locked in the cellblock and never gets 
outside of it. No one gets outdoors for fresh air 
regardless of the length of time held. 

Visits are conducted through a perforated steel door. 
The prisoners remain in the center corridor of their 
cellblock during the visit. Thereby the conversation 
would have to be in a very loud voice for a prisoner 
to hear his visitor and vice versa. This is a very un- 
satisfactory arrangement. There is no attempt at 
segregation. It is my understanding that this is the 
only jail in New Hampshire where a sheriff receives 
the fees for boarding the prisoners, and what is known 
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as the turnkey fees. He pays the jailer and turnkey 
and does the purchasing. The county pays $1.00 per 
prisoner for food only. Although I was told that the 
visiting was done as described above it was obvious 
that the trusty prisoners who had access to the office 
and to the jailer’s apartment could see visitors in the 
office. 


BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT: 

The building is an old one but has been painted and 
is in fairly good condition, but the arrangement of the 
celiblock is bad, and the room on the second floor used 
for trusties could not be considered secure. There are 
no electric lights in the center corridor between the 
cells; the only light is in the outside corridor at the 
back of the room. Two toilets and a wash basin are in 
one of the cells on one side and a shower and two wash 
basins in a cell opposite. 


PERSONNEL: 

Because of the attitude of the jailer I did not inquire 
regarding his salary but learned that Frederick P. 
Richards, the turnkey, was paid $500 and full main- 
tenance. He is a person who would not be able to cope 
with difficult problems. Mr. Larrabee, the jailer, was 
indifferent. 


FOoop: 

Three meals are served at 7:00, 11:30 and 4:30. 
Before the turnkey brings the meals into the cellblock | 
he locks the prisoners in their cells by the automatic 
locking device. Then he enters the center corridor 
and puts the food on the table. He returns, locks the 
cage door and then unlocks the cell doors. He goes 
through the same procedure after the meals are eaten. 
This is the procedure reported by the turnkey. Since 
I was not in the jail when a meal was being served I 
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was not able to verify this. On the day of the in- 
spection the meals were as follows: 


Breakfast: Two doughnuts, coffee, milk and sugar. 


Dinner: Mashed potatoes, green beans, two fried eggs, 
three slices bread and butter, coffee, milk and sugar. 


Supper: Tomatoes, cucumbers and beets made into a 
salad, two sandwiches, coffee. 


On Sunday, a typical menu is as follows: 


Breakfast: Two doughnuts, one other item of food, 
coffee, milk and sugar. Dinner: Roast beef, potatoes, 
string beans, carrots, 3 slices of bread, coffee. Supper: 
Stewed fruit, sandwiches, coffee. 


The cook said that usually for any breakfast an in- 
mate may have his‘ choice of buns or doughnuts. 
There was a family size electric refrigerator in the 
pantry off the kitchen. There was very little food in 
it. There was a store room in the basement. 


MEDICAL SERVICE: 


Dr. Hannaford is the county physician and goes to 
the jail when called. In view of the general indiffer- 
ence on the part of the jailer I doubt that any special 
attention is given to medical needs unless some pri- 
soner becomes seriously ill. As indicated above, if an 
inmate became ill during the night it is doubtful 
whether anyone would know it. No examination is 
given when prisoners are admitted. 


HOSPITAL FACILITIES: 
None. 


CLEANLINESS AND SANITATION : 

Generally speaking the jail was clean, but the plumb- 
ing was not in too good condition. The inmates’ cells 
were a little untidy. According to the turnkey, the 
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bedding is ehanged once a week. There was no special 
odor of disinfectant and the jail looked as if it was 
frequently scrubbed. The kitchen was very clean. The 
turnkey claimed that he did most of the work himself 
because it was easier to do it than to get the prisoners 
to do it, but I think that trusty prisoners help him. 
There was a supply of clean sheets in a drawer in the 
kitchen. 


PERSONAL HYGIENE: 


The prisoners looked clean. There are no rules 
posted in the inmates’ quarters. Prisoners are required 
to bathe at least once a week. They are furnished 
with clean towels weekly. 


REHABILITATION: 


There was a bookcase in the jail office directly out- 
side the steel door leading to the inmates’ quarters in 
which there were about 75 old books which had been 
donated; these books are supposed to be circulated 
when the inmates ask for them. There is no system- 
atic way of letting the inmates know what books are 
available and it is doubtful whether the books are 
used. Although there is a jail yard about 30 feet 
square enclosed in a steel fence, the yard is not used 
for prisoners. A few years ago some prisoners escaped, 
and the use of the yard was discontinued. It is not 
an attractive place but nevertheless would provide air 
and some sunshine if prisoners were allowed to go into 
it. The supervision in the institution is poor. 


EMPLOYMENT AND INDUSTRIES: 


No prisoners were working when I was at the jail. 
The trusty who was in a separate room on the second 
floor works in the jailer’s living quarters and helps 
the turnkey in the kitchen. However, apparently most 
of the maintenance work is done by the turnkey. 


ROCKINGHAM COUNTY REPORT 17 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION: 


The Salvation Army members go to the jail at 
various intervals. According to the jailer they go 
“when they want to.” They go into the cellblock and 
conduct their services in the run around. I got the im- 
pression that this organization has not visited the jail 
for a long time and no other religious parsons visit the 
prisoners. 


Note: This jail has been disapproved since March 
11, 1932. In view of the lack of actual supervision 
and the attitude of general indifference of the jailer 
toward the prisoners, this institution would not be 
recommended for federal prisoners. Since there is 
another jail and house of correction at the county farm 
in this county, there is no excuse for having the jaii 
at Portsmouth. 

Inspected August 24, 1944. 

Mr. Langmuir and Mr. Justin Hartford of the 
Portsmouth Herald went to the jail with.me. Mr. Ira 
Brown, County Commissioner, appeared at the jail 
about the same time and after we were there a short 
time Judge H. T. Lorimer, Chief Justice of the Superior 
Court, appeared. 
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Rockingham County ‘House of Correction, 
Brentwood, N. H. 


ADMINISTRATION AND DISCIPLINE: 

This institution, like others in New Hampshire, com- 
prises a county poor farm, hospital, jail and house of 
correction, and is under a Superintendent, Mr. George 
Hilton, a man about thirty-one years old. He has been 
employed in this position about seven years. Usually 
only house of correction prisoners are held in the in- 
stitution, but on September 1, 1944, when the county 
jail at Portsmouth was closed for local prisoners, the 
jail prisoners were transferred to the farm and will be 
committed there hereafter. Mr. Hilton seemed to be 
a conscientious competent person but in a way 
appeared as if he were weighed down with responsibili- 
ties. He explained that there was no regular jailer on 
duty because he had been unable to fill the vacancy. 
The population consisted of fourteen male prisoners 
serving sentences from one day to one year, and seven 
women who were housed in the infirmary. Mr. Hilton 
indicated that the highest population during the year 
was twenty and the lowest, four. Visiting is permitted 
on Wednesday and Saturday from 6:30 p. m. to 7:30. 

In the prisoners’ section there was an old man 
apparently from the poor farm section loafing around. 
It was obvious that he was in the habit of going there. 
The Superintendent told him to go back to his own 
quarters, and then explained that he was feeble minded 
and roamed around the place, and occasionally went 
over to the house of correction to do some work. In 
normal times there is a day jailer and a night watch- 
man. At the present time the jailer’s position is vacant 
as indicated above. When prisoners are committed 
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they are first taken to the office. According to Mr. 
Hilton, he sees each inmate who is admitted and ex- 
plains to him what he is supposed to do. If the officer 
who has the prisoners in charge is known to the 
Superintendent his word is taken regarding the com- 
mitment. If he is not known, his credentials are 
requested. The prisoners’ property and money are 
taken from them. Each is checked, and a list made. 
No receipt is given them. The inmate’s money is kept 
in the main office and expenditures are recorded there. 
The clothing is taken from them when admitted and it 
is cleaned, and stored. The prisoner is given a cursory 
inspection. There are no written rules. Each inmate 
is allowed paper for one letter a week. 

The night watchman who is employed from 5 p. m. 
to 7 a. m. has a small commissary and sells at retail 
prices to the prisoners. He is watchman for the entire 
- county farm, which consists of 700 acres, and the 
various buildings. The night watchman has a room 
off the office in the house of correction building. He 
is the night fireman also. He carries the key to the 
house of correction at night and turns it over to a 
laundry man who comes on duty at 7 a. m. in the morn- 
ing and works from 7 to 5 in the laundry; salary $35.00 
a week. 

All mail is censored in the main office without 
obtaining the approval of the prisoners. Mr. Hilton 
claims that the Post Office Department in Boston ad- 
vised him in writing that he had authority to open 
all mail. The count of prisoners is made when they 
go in and out of the house of correction. Finger- 
printing and photographing, when done, is handled by 
the police or sheriff downtown and not at the institu- 
tion. There are two sets of keys. One is known as 
the control set and is kept locked in the desk. The 
other is kept by the person on duty. Prisoners are 
supposed to take a bath once a week. They may take 
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one more often if they wish. A record is kept in a 
folder for each inmate and there is a book in which 
commitments and discharges are recorded. The total 
population of the entire farm was 110. This included 
the 21 prisoners, 7 of whom were women. 

There is adequate segregation of the sexes, and con- 
tagious diseased prisoners are reported to be confined 
in the hospital. No other segregation of the prisoners 
is made. Whether segregation will be maintained 
between the sentenced and awaiting trial prisoners is 
not known since no awaiting trial prisoners had been 
committed to the institution until September 1, 1944. 
The age of the prisoners who have been committed 
range from twenty years up. Prisoners who refuse to 
work are punished by being placed in a solitary cell 
downstairs, which is the old type solitary cell. They 
are served bread and butter except that every third 
day a full meal is given. It was stated that one 
prisoner was held as long as seven days in this cell. 
As far as I could learn, a physician does not visit an 
inmate who is in the solitary cell. Unquestionably it 
is a place that should not be used at any time. 
Although the Superintendent claimed that it had not 
been used for a long time, it is still open and available 
for use. 


BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT: 


The house of correction is in a building separate 
from other buildings of the county farm. There are 
three tiers with forty-two cells, double bunks in each 
cell. The women are housed in the infirmary in the 
main building. There are toilets and wash basins in 
each cell. The toilets are corroded and dirty. The 
Superintendent spoke of them before we got into the 
cells and indicated that he was conscious of the fact 
that the plumbing was in very bad condition and should 
be replaced. The kitchen, chapel, hospital and laundry 
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are in the main building. They are mainly for the 
poor farm inmates. There is a recreation room in the 
house of correction building about 15’ wide and 
probably 45’ or 50’ long. Formerly this was used for a 
dining room. There was a long table on which were 
some dilapidated magazines and checkerboards. Also 
there was a radio. Daily papers and magazines are 
furnished, and any inmate who wishes to read may 
call for books from the institution library. The lights 
in the recreation room are put out at nine o’clock. 
There is hot water in this section and shower baths. 
The only escapes have been from the farm while men 
are outside working. The house of correction is 
painted a light yellow and is in fair condition, with the 
exception of the plumbing already mentioned. 


PERSONNEL: 


There is jailer on duty, because the Super- 
intendent has been unable to find a person to fill the 
vacancy which exists. The night watchman and the 
laundry man assist to a small degree in the supervision 
of the prisoners. During the day those employed on 
the farm are under the supervision of the farm man. 
Of course the population is low in the house of cor- 
rection. Nevertheless, a jailer is needed. 


FoopD: 


Three meals are served of the same food that is 
prepared for the poor farm inmates. Typical meals 
consist of the following: BREAKFAST: hot muffins— 
each person may have at least two and also all the 
bread they want—a hot cereal. Ordinarily a person 
has the choice of hot or dry cereal. Molasses, butter 
and skimmed milk are always on the table. On some 
days fried eggs or eggs in some other form, or beans 
are served. Also, it is reported that butter is served 
(not oleo). I found it difficult to think that real butter 
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was being served during this emergency. Coffee is 
also served. DINNER: potatoes in some form, meat, 
except on Friday when fish is served and Saturday 
when beans are served. The meats consist of roasts or 
stews or meat loaf. There is one or more vegetables 
besides potatoes from the farm served, and milk—ali 
they want. SUPPER: stew or chowder, baked pota- 
toes, cold meat or frankfurters or macaroni and cheese, 
sometimes American chop suey and baked potato. For 
dessert, pudding or canned plums, tea and all the milk 
they want. The food is prepared in the kitchen of the 
institution. 

It was understood that the prisoners now eat in the 
dining room in the inmates’ home. The poor farm in- 
mates eat first. After they leave the dining room, the 
prisoners eat there. Service is cafeteria. A woman is 
in charge of the kitchen. 


MEDICAL SERVICE: 


The county doctor has charge of medical service. He 
calls at the jail Monday, Wednesday, Friday and Sat- 
urday. Prisoners needing medical examination are 
given one. If prisoners are ill the doctor is notified. 
However, the prisoners go to work before they have a 
physician’s examination. If it appears that a Wasser- 
man test is necessary the doctor gives it. 


HOSPITAL FACILITIES: 
There is a regular county hospital on the grounds. 


CLEANLINESS AND SANITATION: 


The jail was fairly clean with the exception that the 
corroded toilets were unsightly and looked very dirty. 
I will admit that it is hard to tell whether brown stains 
are just dirt or corosion from the water. In any event 
the toilets should be replaced. The bedding looked 
clean. It is changed once a week. The cell bars and 
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walls are painted a light yellow. These were in fair 
condition, but could be improved with a good scrubbing. 
The bathing facilities were fairly clean. Ventilation 
and light were good. The water supply seemed ade- 
quate. As stated above, there was a wash basin and 
toilet in each cell. In addition there were three shower 
baths. The windows in the kitchen and storerooms 
were screened against flies. 


PERSONAL HYGIENE: 


I can only assume that the rules which require week- 
ly bathing and which permit bathing at any time are 
carried. out because I did not see any of the prisoners 
who were out working on the farm. Tooth brushes are 
furnished when requested. When prisoners are ad- 
mitted, if they appear to have vermin, special treat- 
ment is given them. 


REHABILITATION : 


Little can be said about this item. Although there 
is a recreation room it is obvious that no plans are 
developed for the inmates. The few magazines that 
were around were old and looked as if they had been 
there for along time. Cooperation of the local or state 
librarian has not been sought. There are movies once 
a week on Wednesday, but again I doubt that the 
house of correction prisoners are permitted to attend 
them. Nothing is done in the way of education. 


EMPLOYMENT AND INDUSTRIES: 


The sentenced men work on the farm. All who were 
in the institution were employed the day I was there. 
The women work in the laundry where the laundering 
for the entire institution is handled. Some outside 
help is given when there are not enough -women 
prisoners to do this work. 
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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION: 

The Superintendent stated that a Catholic clergyman 
calls regularly and that a Protestant minister from the 
neighborhood goes to the institution every second Sun- 
day. He is paid $200 a year. It was my understanding 
that no compensation is given to the Catholic clergy- 
man because he did not want it. 

The per capita cost of this institution was given as 
$8 per week. There are many things that can be said 
in favor of this institution and yet as far as the prison- 
ers are concerned, they have no supervision at night 
and practically none while they are in their quarters 
after work. The Superintendent appeared to be a 
serious-minded, responsible person who wants to do a 
good job. In talking about the type of records that 
were maintained, he told me that his wife had been 
secretary to a Social Worker and knew how records 
should be kept. He stated that there was a folder for 
each individual with a personal history in it. I did not 
check these records because they are kept in the office 
of the main building and without having the names of 
the small number of prisoners in custody, a spot in- 
spection would have been of no use. It is quite 
probable that a real effort will be made to find a com- 
petent jailer since the prisoners formerly housed in 
the Portsmouth County Jail will now be kept at the 
house of correction with the sentenced prisoners. 

Since inspecting this institution a letter has come to 
me dated September 20, 1944, from Mr. Langmuir with 
a copy of one from Mr. Hilton, in which he indicated 
that he had not been able to find a jailer. : 
Inspected August 30, 1944. 

I was accompanied by Mr. Langmuir, Professor

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Recommendations 


The following recommendations are made for the 
preservation of the County Buildings and to make 
them more comfortable for proper use; also, in regard 
to appropriations. 


Portsmouth Court House: 

That part of the Court House in Portsmouth, which 
is used by the Superior Court, is in good condition 
with the following exceptions: 


There is not sufficient radiation in the juror’s room 
to maintain reasonable temperature, even in moderate 
winter weather. This is true also in the room next 
to the Judge’s Chamber, and which is used by the 
Sheriff, his deputies and the attorneys. An additional 
radiator should be installed in each of these rooms. 

The carpet within the bar enclosure is worn badly, 
and there are several holes in it. The attorneys, 
court attendants and parties in cases who are within 
the enclosure often get their feet caught in the holes. 
There have been several “near accidents” on account 
of the condition of the carpet, and a new one should 
be provided. 

Exeter Court House: 

The window frames are very much in need of putty- 
ing and painting. The putty is giving away, and the 
glass is liable to fall out. The woodwork around the 
windows has not been painted for several years, and is 
checking and rotting. The window casings have 
shrunk, thus leaving a space between the brick and 
wood through which there is a large leakage of air. 
This not only makes it hard to heat the building, but 
wastes considerable oil. There should be some cement 
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or calking material forced in around the window 
frames. 


Records Building: 


The vaults in that portion of the building assigned 
to the Clerk of Court are very much in need of paint- 
ing. They have not been painted for several years. 
The first oil burner installed caused considerable 
smoke to come up through the building and darken the 
walls and ceilings. It is necessary for clerks to work 
in the vaults, and owing to the darkened condition oi 
the walls and ceilings, electric lights have to be kept 
burning more than they otherwise would. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legislature to 
make women eligible for jury duty. If the bill passes 
and women are made eligible for jury work, new 
toilets will have to be installed in both Court Houses. 
This should be considered and provision made for 
same in the appropriations for repairs and alterations. 
to the Court Houses. 


The expenditures for the Superior Court have de- 
creased to a great extent since 1940. At that time the 
expenditures were about $40,000 per year, and when 
there are a first degree murder trial the expenditures 
exceeded $40,000 a year. 

The expenditures and appropriations for 1943 and 
1944 are as follows:

The savings have been due to the fact that there are 
many less cases tried by a jury. This is due in a large 
measure because so many parties, witnesses or counsel 
are in the armed services; or in a civilian capacity in 
urgent and necessary production for war purposes. 
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This court has over one hundred cases continued for 
the above reason. When the war is over and the 
parties, witnesses or counsel return to this vicinity, 
there will be a very large increase in the court ex- 
penditures. When the war will cease is a question 
which is bothering officials everywhere. This fact 
should be taken into consideration when making 
appropriations for 1945 and 1946.

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Sheriff’s Report 


To the Board of County Commissioners for 
Rockingham County: 

I am pleased to again be able to inform you that the 
two departments that I have been a part of, have 
kept well within their appropriations, namely the 
Superior Court and the Rockingham County Jail. 

I would like to recommend for your consideration 
that at least five thousand dollars of this unexpended 
balance from these two departments from the past 
year be expended for new equipment. 

During the past seven years practically the only new 
equipment bought for the Sheriffs Department by the 
County has been a radio receiving set for use in the 
sheriff’s office. My deputies and myself purchased our 
own receiving sets for our cars soon after radio was 
installed by the State Police. At that time we could 
receive the calls from Concord, however since then 
the two way radio system has been installed by the 
State Police Department and in several of our City 
Police Departments. Now our sets are practically use- 
less except for such calls as are telephoned into Con- 
cord, and then later are sent out as a general broadcast. 

In 1948, the Cheshire County Delegation approved 
a budget of four thousand and three hundred dollars 
for the Sheriff’s Department of that county. Our 
county has nearly twice the population as that of 
Cheshire county and over a fifty percent larger area. 
Still not one cent was spent for new equipment for the 
Sheriff’s Department of Rockingham County. Over 
seventy-five percent of Cheshire County is now covered 
by two way radio. In 1945 the Sheriff’s Department 
is asking for five thousand and sixty-one dollars and 
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for two thousand three hundred dollars for the year 
1946, so that they may be covered one hundred per- 
cent. They already have two years’ start on Rocking- 
ham County but I do believe that our records show 
that we are entitled to this new equipment, thus 
modernizing our department, and enabling us to keep 
up with other law enforcement agencies. 

The criminal of today no longer travels by horse and 
buggy. High powered automobiles permit him to gain 
much headway in a very short time. Therefore it is 
necessary for us to have modern equipment whereby 
we may notify members of our department and other 
departments of the direction such criminals are travel- 
ing, if we are to apprehend them within our state. It 
costs real money to bring them back from outside the 
state. 

I believe we iionld have a transmitter located on 
the highest hill in the central part of our county, and 
at least four portable two way radio units for a start. 
This would give us an opportunity to cover the whole 
county by two way radio whenever we had units 
enough. I believe we should give to towns like Derry, 
Exeter, Hampton, Salem and any of the smaller towns 
who wanted the advantage of two way radio for their 
police departments the use of the transmitter men- 
tioned above, provided they sociated two way units for 
their cars or station. 

The Sheriff’s Department of your county has in- 
vestigated five hundred and four cases during the past 
year and have recovered a great many thousand dollars 
worth of property for the citizens of the county. The 
one thing that speaks more for efficiency than all else, 
is the fact that every one of the respondents who were 
brought into Court by our department for a felony 
during the past year have pleaded guilty, thus saving 
the county hundreds of dollars which would have been 
necessary had they pleaded otherwise and trials had 
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been required. This shows that the complaints were 
thoroughly and correctly investigated otherwise the 
respondents would not have pleaded guilty to the 
charges brought against them. 

The head of the F.B.I., Edgar A. Hoover, and a 
very large percentage of our law enforcement officers, 
down through to the police officers in our smaller towns 
will tell you that they expect the greatest crime wave 
the country has ever known, to follow after the end 
of the world war. Crime waves have always followed 
every war, but for a great many reasons it is sure to 
be much greater after this war. Therefore I believe 
it would be a poor policy to dispose of the County Jail 
in Portsmouth. It has been over ten years since a sum 
of one thousand dollars has been spent in any two 
years for improvements there. It is costing the county 
but very little to keep the jail and if we should need 
it within the next few years it will have saved the 
county the cost of building a new one at an expense 
of probably forty or fifty thousand dollars. 

Your jail in Portsmouth has probably had the best 
record of any public institution within the state during 
the past ten years. Ten years ago Mr. Percy Larrabee 
was hired by Sheriff Ceylon Spinney as jailer at the 
County jail in Portsmouth, a position which he held up 
to the time when the prisoners were transferred to the 
House of Correction at Brentwood. During these ten 
years not a single death occurred at the jail, over 
eighty-five percent of the prisoners went out weighing 
more than they did upon entering, and every one of 
them served their full sentence. I want to con- 
gratulate Mr. Larrabee on this fine record for it shows 
that the food which he provided must have been good, 
the building must have been well heated as there was 
not a case of pneumonia or other serious illnesses and 
the prisoners were kept secure from society for the 
crime for which they were committed to the jail. The 
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building has a wonderful ventilating system and | 
believe a few thousand dollars spent for running water, 
a toilet and wash stand in each cell, the floor resurfaced 
on the lower floor and a high wire fence to replace the 
wooden one on the south side of the jail, Rockingham 
county would have a jail that would rate well up among 
the best in the state. It has been estimated that the 
above could all be done at the close of the war for less 
than thirty-five hundred dollars. 

I recommended to the last delegation that a plant for 
the manufacturing of cement blocks could be provided 
at the jail yard and thereby keep the prisoners busy on 
good days, thereby earning some money for the county 
over the cost of manufacturing, as well as providing 
healthful exercise for the prisoners. I believe this 
venture could be put on a profitable basis for the 
county as well as paying for an experienced block 
maker and an extra guard for the men. 

I have often heard it expressed that we might be 
~ wiser to follow the example set by the state of Maine, 
to keep our house of correction prisoners in Ports- 
mouth as well as the jail, the jail prisoners occupying 
the lower floor and the house of correction prisoners 
on the upper floor. Another advantage in keeping 
prisoners in Portsmouth other than the security 
afforded, they would be away from the patients of 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital and the boarders and in- 
mates of our County Home at Brentwood. By a bell 
system we could have help from the Portsmouth police 
department within five minutes, at any time of day or 
night in case of emergency, which is of course entirely 
impossible in Brentwood. 

I have made the above recommendations for your 
consideration and whatever your decision may be, we 
shall endeavor to carry the same out as ever, to the 
very best of our ability. 

I want to thank all of our county officers, the mem- 
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bers of all police departments throughout the county, 
the attorney-general, now Superior Court Justice, 
Stephen M. Wheeler, the probation department, the 
State police and my deputies for the helpful coopera- 
tion which they have all accorded me during the past 
year. The following is the full list of deputies and 
special deputies as sworn in on January 1, 1945, with 
me at Exeter. They are exactly the same as in 1944, 
with the exception of Mr. Walter Gerrish and Mr. 
Perey Larrabee, who have both accepted fine positions 
in towns other than the ones in which they formally 
served.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


Herewith please find my report as County Solicitor 
for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


Judge A. J. Connor presided at the April Term of 
Superior Court and Chief Justice H. Thornton Lorimer 
presided at the October Term of Superior Court. 


All matters which had come to my attention were 
presented to the Grand Juries at these terms and in- 
dictments were returned in accordance with the evi- 
dence presented, following which disposition was made 
of the cases by plea, trial or other marking. 


In addition to disposition of the indictments returned 
by the several Grand Juries, action was taken on appeal 
cases arising from the various Municipal Courts of the 
county, so that at the present time there are fewer 
cases pending on the state docket than for many years. 


During the past year, I have also made such appear- 
ances in the various Municipal Courts of the county 
as were requested by the sheriff, the state police, or 
local police officers. 


Particular attention has been paid to juvenile cases, 
which have been a matter of great concert to our local 
enforcement department. ' 


Legal advice has also been given from time to time 
to the various county officers, state agencies, and town 
officers when requested. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to Sheriff Simes 
Frink and his deputies for their loyal cooperation and 
for the efficient manner in which they have investigated 
and assisted me in preparing cases during my term of 
office.

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Home Demonstration Work 
by 
RUTH G. STIMSON, County Home Demonstration Agent 


In 1944 Home Demonstration meetings were held in 
thirty of the thirty-seven communities of Rockingham 
County. The Agent held 232 meetings with 3130 in 
attendance. In addition 42 meetings were held by 
local leaders with 567 present. This is a noticeable 
increase in local leadership over 1943. The work of 
local leaders in the following towns was outstanding: 
Londonderry, Seabrook, Salem, Newington, Rye, and. 
Candia. The leaders conducted projects on dress 
form construction, conservation of home equipment, 
reseating, soybeans and their products, lunch box 
demonstrations, pie making, construction of indoor 
dish gardens, flower pictures and hat remodeling. 

Home demonstration projects and activities in 1944 
centered about canning of meat, fruits, and vegetables, 
freezing, soybeans, lunch box preparation, remodeling, 
dress form construction, dressmaking, pattern altera- 
tion, financial planning, minute spotting or time man- 
agement, slip cover construction, conservation of 
household equipment, sewing machine clinics, reseat- 
ing, repair of box cushions, and furniture Strange 
ment. It was a varied program. 

With the establishment of two freezer locker plants © 
in Derry and Portsmouth interest is now keen on 
knowing how to preserve foods by this method. Two 
demonstrations were given on the methods of prep- 
aration of foods for freezing. Bulletins have been 
sent to interested parties. This work will be continued 
in 1945. 

Besides meetings, other methods have been used to 
help Rockingham County homemakers with their 
problems. Office Calls were received from 586 people. 
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The convenient location of the Extension Service 
Office on the street level of Water Street in Exeter 
was a definite advantage in reaching more people. 
The office window was used for exhibits on simple 
Christmas handicraft suggestions, war bond buying, 
new bulletins, soybeans and their products, canning, 
apples at the time of the hurricane, and conservation 
of home equipment. At Deerfield Fair an exhibit was 
arranged on conservation of furniture in wartime. 
Two slip covered chairs, one refinished and several re- 
seated chairs were displayed. The exhibit resulted in 
145 requests for 274 bulletins. 


Telephone calls have served to help with problems. 
Over 4,800 bulletins were distributed throughout 1944. 
Twelve radio broadcasts were given over WHEB and 
WFEA. Newspaper articles and announcements were 
prepared and sent to the county papers. The editors 
’ were co-operative in making space available. Home 
visiting was done in many communities throughout 
the county. While this was a time consuming method 
of reaching people, it was usually quite satisfactory. 
Correspondence and circular letters served to answer 
questions and inform people of meetings. Ninety-eight 
circular letters with a circulation of 8,864 were sent 
out. Talks were given before eight educational and 
fraternal organizations during the year. 

The Rural Library Service was again popular. 
There were 70 readers in 80 towns. The books were 
secured from the N. H. State Library in Concord. 
The circulation figure was 410 books. The time basis 
of loaning books was continued successfully. 

Conferences on Family Life, Money Management, 
Farm Labor, Food Preservation, Upholstery, Recrea- 
tion, Clothing, Extension Organization, Red Cross 
Nutrition and Blue Cross were attended by the Home 
Demonstration Agent. To carry on Home Demon- 
stration work 9,512 miles were traveled. 
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In Portsmouth Miss Dorothy McLaughlin, 
Emergency War Food Assistant, carried on part-time 
activities since July, 1944. Rural and city programs 
have been sponsored in co-operation—program plan- 
ning was done together. Mrs. Alice King, Home 
Demonstration Agent at Large from the University of 
New Hampshire, was directly in charge of Ports- 
mouth’s activities. Problems of Rockingham County’s 
homemakers do not stop with town boundaries. 

Wartime conditions have made organization difficult. 
Women have returned to teaching, nursing, office 
work, defense industries, and other activities carried 
on before marriage. Farm women have done outside 
work on the farm. Some women, whose husbands 
have gone into the service, moved outside the county. 
The problem of defense shifts made it difficult to 
arrange meetings. Transportation was a continuing 
obstacle. Yet co-operation with other agencies made 
it possible for Home Demonstration work to extend 
its educational program further. In carrying out the 
1944 program the following agencies co-operated: 
School Departments, Parent Teacher Associations, 
Women’s Clubs, N. H. State Board of Health, Merri- 
mack Farmer’s Exchange, Farm Security Administra- 
tion, League of N. H. Arts and Crafts, N. H. Hospitali- 
zation Service, Rockingham County Farm Bureau, 
Deerfield Fair Association, Exeter Chapter of Ameri- 
can Red Cross, N. H. Gas and Electric Company, Gen- 
eral Electric, Portsmouth Gas Company, hardware 
dealers, town and church officials, Granges and U. S. 
Army. 

In 1945 through meetings by local leaders and the 
agent, office calls, correspondence, telephone calls, 
home visits, publicity, radio talks, exhibits, bulletins, 
and film strips, Home Demonstration work will be 
brought to homemakers in Rockingham County.

In 1944 4-H club work was conducted in all 37 
towns in Rockingham County. There were,1,356 4-H 
members, 93 organized 4-H clubs and 10 other project 
groups. They conducted 3,446 projects. 

Volunteer 4-H Local Leaders are the backbone of 
the 4-H club organization. Splendid work is done by 
the 151 Volunteer Leaders in Rockingham County. 
Leaders held 986 meetings and supervised the 3,446 
projects. 

Project enrollment and accomplishments—4-H Club 
members learn to do by doing. 

1. Home Economics: 

Clothing—511 girls received sewing and con- 

struction training. They made 997 garments and 

1,111 other articles and repaired 3,588 garments. 

Home Management—367 enrolled. 4-H members 

spent 18,024 hours on home duties, 17,397 hours in 

child care, redecorated 60 rooms, caned 23 chairs 
and refinished 23 pieces of furniture. 


Canning—257 members canned 15,012 jars of 
vegetables, fruit, meat and pickles. 


2. Agriculture: 
Garden—456 garden members raised 30 acres of 
vegetables and spent 4,087 hours harvesting. 
11 4-H boys and 10 4-H girls, ranging from 11-17 
years, went to Coos County to pick beans. They

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picked 16 tons of beans. Charlotte MacInstosh, age 
14, of West Epping, picked 2,200 lbs. in 18 days. 
Theresa Eaton of Auburn, age 13, raised 2,194 lbs. 
of vegetables and canned 230 jars from her 4-H 
Sears Contest Garden. 


Poultry—271 Poultry members raised 9,505 chix, 
cared for and kept egg records on 7,365 layers. Be- 
side caring for their own flocks, 62 members 
worked 15,326 hours or 1,916 eight-hour days for 
commercial poultrymen. Arthur Russell, age 15, 
of Kensington raised 350 cross-bred chicks and had 
a flock of 90 old layers. 


Livestock members raised 268 pigs, 15 beef animals, 
27 sheep and 192 rabbits. 127 Dairy members 
raised 157 dairy cattle and spent 11,538 hours 
working on dairy farms. 

Forestry members spent 4,455 hours cutting 149 
cords of wood. They also set out 17,500 pine and 
spruce seedlings and made 178 gallons of maple 
syrup. 


. Fix-it and Repair: 


1,574 4-H boys received instruction in shop and 
electricity. These boys made 516 articles and 424 
repair jobs. Paul Kimball of Kensington, who is 
15, built a buck rake with which he and his brother 
got in about 30 tons of hay. 


4-H ACTIVITIES 
Salvage: 
4-H clubs in Sandon, Danville, West Epping, Not- 
tingham and Kingston have taken practically the 
entire responsibility for paper salvage. Other clubs 
have also conducted paper and scrap drives. Al- 
together, they collected and sold 7714 tons in 1944.

Clubs made over 5,000 waste bags for hospitals, 
sold over $300.00 worth of the paper East Lilies 
for the Crippled Children’s Society. They made 
scrap books for U.S. O. and hospitals, sent baskets 
to shut-ins and sang Christmas carols.

45 en- 
rolled in safety and corrected accident hazards 
such as removing nails from boards, picking broken 
glass out of swimming areas, repairing unsafe 
steps, sanding icy walks, painting bottom cellar 
stair white, etc. 


County Camp and Day Camps and Youtii Institute: 
227 members attended County Camp, 150 attended 
Day Camps, 24 older youth attended Youth Insti- 
tute at the University of N. H., 53 older members 
acted as Junior leaders. 


Prizes and Awards: - 

Virginia Follanbee of Sandown won a trip to 
Chicago for being the most outstanding 4-H Junior 
Leader. 

7 4-H members won war bonds for prizes for out- 
standing work in food production, soil conserva- 
tion, safety and dairy work. 


From the reports sent in by 78 per cent of the mem- 


bers, I estimated that 4-H members in Rockingham 
County raised 276 tons of food in 1944. At least an- 
other 100 tons was saved through the efforts of 4-H 
members. Beside this, 4-H members actually kept 
track of 55,463 hours of farm labor such as haying, 
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chores, etc. Thus these 4-H boys and girls, in addi- 
tion to receiving training of head, heart, hands and 
health, have made a real contribution in producing and 
conserving food. 

Club agents made 1,048 farm or home visits, 
attended 395 meetings and had 215 office calls. Pub- 
lished 75 news articles. Gave out 3,500 bulletins, gave

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Chaplain’s Report for 1944 


The work of the Chaplain at the Rockingham 
County Home and Hospital during 1944 increased 
over the work of former years. The visitation pro- 
gram at the Men’s Home, the Women’s Home, the In- 
firmary, and the Hospital was enlarged over that of 
other years; with from one to two days a week visit- 
ing among the patients and guests, not including 
Sunday visits. He has supplied patients with both re- 
ligious and secular reading material much of the time. 

Private conferences were held with many of the 
guests, as well as with the prisoners at the Home. 
Conferences with the latter were held with an effort 
to discover some of the weaknesses which led them to 
serving sentences there, and to offer such advice as 
would be helpful to them when they were discharged 
from the Farm. 

Chapel services have been held every first, third, 
and fifth Sundays at 2:30 in the afternoon, with the 
Chaplain in charge. At his invitation many of the 
churches of the county have been represented at the 
services by pastors and choirs. Following the serv- 
ices, the guests were taken on tours of inspection of 
the institution, to help the citizens of our county to 
appreciate the service rendered at the Home and 
Hospital. 

The Chaplain greatly appreciates the co-operation 
of members of the staff, as well as guests of the Home 
in preparing the chapel for services of worship, as 
well as being co-operative in making his visits help- 
ful to the guests.
